23rd ZIONIST 
CONGRESS 
British Delegates’ 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The British delegates to the 23rd 
Zionist Congress, accompanied by 


delegates to the various party confer- 
ences to be held in connection with the 
Congress, are to leave by air for Israel 


on Sunday night. In addition to the 


elected delegates—four General Zion- 


ists and three each of the Mizrachi 


and the Poale Zion—the party includes 


the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom and Dr. S. 
Levenberg, who will be attending as 
members of the Actions Committee. 
and Mr. J. Halevy, Chairman of the 
Zionist Federation, and Mr. I. Nathan), 
who were elected on the world lists 
of the Confederation of General 
Zionists and Mapam, respectively. 


Joint Party Discussions 


All the British Congress delegates will 
meet in Jerusalem to consider joint 
action at the Congress on. a ten-point 
programme approved by all parties at a 
series of conferences in London. 


The British delegation, I learn, will 
demand that the new Executive of the 
World Ziontst Organisation include 


members living in Europe. They fee! 
that the leadership of the Movement can- 
not be confined to Isracl and America 
alone. since there are about 1,000,000 
Jews in Western and Central Europe 
with great potentialities in respect of 
emigration, investment fund-raising, 
education of youth and chalutziut. 

Dr. Levenberg informed me that the 
British delegates will be the spearhead 
of ithe respective groups of the Zionist 
Movement in Europe and North Africa 
represented at the Conference. They 
considered, he said. that they had a 
significant contribution to make to the 
Movement as a whole. 

As to the future of the Zionist funds, 
the delegation favoured control by the 
Zionist Organisation and greater co- 
ordination. A final stand will be taken 
after hearing the views of representatives 
of the funds and of the Jewish Agency 
Executive 


Enkargement of Jewish Agency 


As regards the question of an enlarged 
Jewish Agency. the Congress is expecied 
tio empower the Zionist Executive to 
conduct negotiations with  interesied 
bodies. It is umderstood that if an 
enlarged agency 1s set up, the Board of 
Deputies will be invited to ey its British 
constituent. Acting as the exettitive arm of 
the Movement in Israel, the reconstituted 
Agency would probably be directed by a 
Council composed of members of, the 
Actions Committee and between 40 and 
other members representing either 
certain Jewish communities or contribu- 
tors to the Zionist funds 


The delegaies from the Zionist Federa- . 


tion, at a ceremony which may be 
attended also by members of other Zionist 
bodies in England, will present Dr. 
Weizmann. the Patron of the Federation, 
with an address, stressing his part in 
securing the Balfour Declaration, and 
realising Herzl’s vision of close co-opera- 
tion between the Jewish and British 
peoples for the benefit of mankind 

A photostatic copy of the original of 
the Balfour Declaration will be presented 
to the Zionist Central 
Jerusalem.

REFUGEE TREATY 
SIGNED

GiENFVA 

Twelve countries Britain. Israel, 
Switzerland, Holland, Belgium, Colombia. 
Denmark, Luxemburg, Norway, Sweden. 
and Austria—haye signed 
the Convention relating to the Status of 
Refugees, which was recently approved 
by a Conference of Plenipotentiarics 
here. The treaty becomes operative after 
ratification by at least six nations. 

The representatives of Belgium, Luxem- 
burg, Holland, and Austria made reser- 
vations on signing. Several other 
Signatories reserved to their Governments 
the right to formulate reservations on 
certain Articles at a later date. 

The Convention gives certain basic 
civil nmghts to about 1.500.000. persons 
— became refugees before January 1.

SUEZ BLOCKADE: BRITAIN WARNS EGYPT

FLUSHING Mgeapow, Thursday 

Sir Gladwyn Jebb, the British delegate. 
yesierday gave a warning to Egypt that 
unless it hfted the restrictions on ship- 
ping in the Suez Canal the Unied 
Nations Securty Council might have to 
take direct action. 

The British delegate told the Council, 
which is discussing [srael’s formal com- 
plaint on the subject, that there was no 
justification for the blockade. There 
had been no hostilities between Egypt 
and Israel for two and a half years and 
there was no threat at the present time 
from Israel. Therefore, there was no 
justification for Egypt's claim to 
belligerent rights. 

Describing the blockade as unjustified 
and increasingly abusive, Sir Gladwyn 
said the réstrictions had caused great 
inconvenience and considerable financial 


loss to Britain. Bul more important was 
the political effect, since it hampered the 
conclusion of a political setilement in the 
Middle East. kt could not be denied tha: 
the maintenance of these restrictions 
must prejudice the stability of the area 
and the prospecis of achieving a final 
settlement. Unless the Egyptians could 
themselves find ways and means of 
remedying the situation, the Council itsell 
should exercise its undoubted authority. 

Fawzi Bey. the Egyptian representative, 
had earlier accused Israel of actions 
which * undermined the road (o peace in 
the Middle East,” and argued that his 
Government was within tts right im 
imposing the blockade, both under imter- 
national law and under the = Israeli- 
Egyptian Armistice Agreement. The 
resirictions were an essential part of 
Egypt's right of self-preservation.. The 
Armistice Agreement, he added, had ter- 
minated the hostilities, but not the state 
of war. 


Replying to Fawzi Bey’s speech, Mr. 


Aubrey Eban, the Israeli delegate, said 
that the Israeli complaint on the Suez 
Canal issue had gone through all the 


processes of conciliation and mediation 


provided for under the Armistice Agree- 


ment. The blockade was conirary to the 
Agreement and ieopardised its effective 
functioning. kt was entirely unilateral. 
Ihe Armistice Agreement would be dead 
if belligerent rights could be invoked. 

Isracl, he added, denied Egypt's right 
to interfere with ints trade. The Security 
Council must decide whether there was a 
state of war or not. He anpealed to the 
Council to give new force to the 
armistice system, so that it could be the 
basis for peaee and regional co-operation. 

At last Thursday's meeting, Mr. Eban 
asked the Council to ensure a permanent 
and unconditional end to the blockade 
by Egypt.

HILLEL COLLEGES IN 
MOROCCO 


Plight of Jewish Community 


By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter 


The establishment of Hille! Colleges in 
Morocco (the first two of which will come 
into being ih September) was described 
as a “ campaign of. saving Jewish souls ~ 
by Dayan H. M. Lazarus, when he pre- 
sided over a meeting of representatives 
of synagogues and Ladies’ Guilds in 
North-West London, held at the Crickle- 
ts Synagoguc, Walm Lane, N.W.., last 
week. 


The schools, which aim to combine a 
Jewish religious education with voca- 
tional are sponsored joinily 
by the Hillel Colleges, Morocco, the 
British Aid Committee, and the Joint 
Disindbuion Commitiec’s Middle East 
School Agency of New York. 

Dayan Lazarus stressed the need to 
form regional aid commitices to assist 
the schools project. The Chief Rabbi, 


he added, had Jared his approval of 
ihe campaign. 
Rabbi B. M. Pels, who had just 


returned from a visit to Morocco and 
who is leaving shortly for Tetuan 
(Spanish Morocco) to take up his duties 
as Principal of the newly established 
schools there, spoke of a Jewish com- 
munity of 250,000 persons in that area, 
languishing through poverty, disease, 
humiliation, and despair. Conditions ~ 
the overcrowded unsanitary mellahs, 
said, were abominable. Out of ‘gy Son 
Jewish children, 19 suffered from 
irachoma ; out of every 1,000 newly bere 
babies, only 500 were expected to reach 
the age of 10. 


Emigration Curtailed 


Up to the present, he continued, the 
rate of emigration to Israel had been 300 
to 400 per month, via French camps. 
Lack of finance had drastically reduced 
emigration possibilities, and the Ose 
could not possibly cope with the thou- 
sands of persons in need of medical care 
and treatment. 

The position of Moroccan Jewry was 
made even more hazardous by increas- 
ing Arab nationalism, he went on. The 
drift of the Jewish population from the 
villages where their position was pre- 
carious, to the towns, where to-day 90 
per cent were concentrated, exacerbated 
the ills of overcrowding. 

The only lasting solution to the prob- 
lem was the total evacuation of the com- 
munity to Israel. In the meantime 
schemes for vocational and educational 
training, particularly of the younger 
members, and for the improvement of 
moral and physical standards were of 
maximum importance. 

The Hillet Colleges, said Rabbi Pels, 
aimed to cater for 18,000 Jewish children 
in Morocco who to-day were receiving 


no amps whatsoever.. Under the 
auspices of local Jewish Community 
Council Sal financed entirely by the 


Middle East School Agency, two schools 
had already been set up in Tetuan. One 
was a boarding school for boys from 
French Morocco, the other a school for 
local girls. Organisations like Aliyat 
Hanoar, the Ort, and the Ose, were con- 
nected with the scheme. Apart from 
religious and general . instruction, the 
schools would train the boys in carpen- 
try, electrical engineering, and leather- 
and the girls in sewing and 
embroidery, to prepare them for petite 
mem iff Israel.

We 
have always fought side by side with 
our comrades of any country, for we 
have been everywhere, at the least, 
ood and loyal citizens. But we 
ave not fought for ourselves that 
way. Had we attempted to do so we 
should have disappeared long ago. 


WE have fought with our courage, 

our indomitable faith in God, in 
ourselves, and in our future. We 
have fought with our sacred Torah, 
and with our endurance, and our 
brains. We have spread far and w:de 
our contempt for injustice, cruelty, 
and tgnorance. We have fought with 
the weapons of the heart and the 
mind, and though we have lost 
millions against the weapons of iron 
and steel we have never yet, as a 
people, been defeated. The body has 
again and again been destroyed, but 
the spirit never. Only we can destroy 
ourselves. 

“ With his taads tied behind him.” 
But to-day our hands are tied no 
longer. The Jews of the world have 
fought, at long last successfully, for a 
land of their own. The world does 
not yet recognise, for Israel—the 
people—-have not yet recognised it 
themselves, that we believe in our 
own destiny: to be a kingdom of 
priests and a holy people. § It. was 
our own forefathers who taught us. 
from the days of Moses before 
Pharaoh, the qualities and the 
weapons needed for the fighting Jew 
in all generations. We Jews are fight- 
ing to-day against the new anti- 
semitism. 


UCH effort is being made to-day 
by the best of owr Christian 
neighbours to fight the battle against 
antisemitism for us. It is kind, it is 
noble of them. But the real battle 
must be fought by us ourselves. It 
may be that it can never be entirely 
won, for Christians are human, and 
Jews are human, too. But it is, and 
it remains, our fight. We have been 
endowed with abundant weapons with 
which to fight. For our own sakes 
we must train every child to use them. 
Tremendous issues are at stake, not 
first and foremost for ourselves, but 
for all free humanity. 
For those issues——justice, righteous- 
ness, brotherhood, international peace, 


and individual liberty—the Jew taught 
the world to fight. 

Should we not be weary of asking 
others for recognition of the glories 
of the Jewish past, impatient of those 
who talk of past contributions of the 
Jewish heart and mind to human 
enlightenment ? Should we not 
rather ask of ourselves: what are we 
doing to-day to fit ourselves and our 
children to carry on the great fight 
for peace, for toleration, for good 
will, and for common understanding 
between ourselves and our neigh- 
bours ? We must surely answer: 
little enough, far, far less than can 
be expected of us. 

It is sometimes held that it is more 
effective for the Jewish people and 
their good name to be defended by 
our Gentile neighbours. Whether this 
be true or not. do we deserve to be 
defended ? Have we, indeed, lost 
the power of defending ourselves ? 
Have we forgotten the power of 
example ? There is no excuse for 
our failures, for our hands are no 
longer tied behind us. 

So when next we hear of an act 
or a word of anti-Jewish prejudice, let 
every Jew and Jewess ask with a new 
humility: Are we at all to blame ?

The 100 Pears Ago 


The following is an extract from Tue 
JewisH CHrRonicip of Av 3, S611— 
August 1, 1851: 


A Jewish officer, to curry favour with 
Napoleon, baptised himself. Relying 
on the privileges he fancied he should 
acquire by embracing the religion of 
the majority of the French, he solicited 
a preferment, of which he considered 
himself certain. But the Emperor, who 
despised all imterested  apostasics, 
administered the following rebuke: 
“IT will give him no promotion whai- 
ever: I have no longer confidence in 
him. He who has betrayed his God 
will not hesitate to betray his country.”

Though a busy 
physician in his younger days, he was 
honorary Baal Korch and Reader of the 
Altona community. 

Rabbi Dr. A. AtimMann, Communal 
Rabbi of Manchester, a son-in-law of the 
late Dr. Franck, in a tribute writes: 
“ Friends in Manchester and all over the 
world will regret to learn of the passing 
of Dr. Louis Franck, who, during his 
siay im our midsi, so greatly endeared 
himsell to all who were privileged to 
know him. It was patent io everyone 
that in him one met the living embodi- 
ment of a noble tradition, one who had 
gathered within himself, and had brought 
to maturity, the finest elements of Jewish 
and general culiure. He was a soul that 
could delight in the literatures of the 
world, but found its sure anchorage only 
in the Word of God. He was a man of 
piety without bigotry, of loyalty without 
intolerance, of strength of character with- 
out harshness.”’ 


Mr. GERALD N. LAZARUS, who 
died in Johannesburg on Friday, at the 
age of 57, was (writes our Johannesburg 
correspondent) one of South Africa’s 
most respected Jewish personalities, He 
served on the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies in many capacities, 
and in 1940 was elected Chairman of the 
Executive Council.

claimed up to June 30, 1950 

The Council has decided to. place 
before an extraordinary general meeting 
of the Corporation a resolution providing 
for an addition to the Memorandum of 
Association, which will give the Corpora- 
tion powers to resiore to Jewish indivi- 
duals, their testamentary heirs, or their 
near relatives, property, or compensation 
received in lieu of such property, in cases 
where the above persons omitted through 
inadvertence or other reasons to lodge a 
claim within the set time limit. The 
Corporation is to make a charge for its 
services.

PACIFICATION OF THE MIDDLE EAST 
Britain’s Readiness to Help 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. Hersert Morrison, the Forcign 
Secretary, in his review of Middle East 
affairs in the House of Commons on 
Monday, frankly admitied that the 
Government had failed in the Palestine 
Issue, 

“We had hoped eventually to bring 
about a settlement that would have been 
acceptable io Jew and Arab alike, and 
have brought peace and prosperity to the 
Holy Land,” he said. “ Unfortunately, 
we were not able to carry out this task.” 

Mr. Winston Leader of 
the Opposition, declared that he was 
struck by Mr. Morrison's confession of 
failure. He commented that British 
affairs in Palestine had been wound up 
in such a way as (o carn, almost in equal 
corre, the hatred of the Arabs and the 


cws. 

Opening the debate, Mr. Morrison 
traced the events which had led up to the 
creation of a number of independent 
States in the Middle East. and said that 
the new State of Israe) had established 
itself and was consolidating its position. 

He referred to the strong traditiona! 
bonds of friendship which Britain had 
with the Arab States, and said that 
British relations with the young State of 
Israel were steadily improving. “ We 
wish her well.” he continued. ” We 
cannot consider our relations with Israel 
and with the Arab States as in any way 
mcompatible, despite the mutual friction 
which, to our regret, still exists between 
them 

“ Two years have now passed since the 
conclusion of the armistice between Israc! 
and her Arab neighbours, and i 1s dis- 
tressing that as yet ihey have made no 

rogress towards a peace scitiement. 

ndeed, mutual suspicion and hostility 
are as strong now as ever, and these 
emotions have been exacerbaicd by a 
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series of major frontier incidents. In 
consequence of these unsettled conditions 
littl progress has been made in the 
economic and social improvement which 
is essential to the future prosperity of 
all the countries concerned. And, what 
is more serious, their stability remains in 
constant jeopardy.” 

Mr. Morrison thought there was 
responsibility on both sides for this 
unhappy state of affairs. The Arab States, 
he said, still seemed unwilling or unable 
to recognise the plain fact that Israe! had 
come to stay as a national entity and 
could not be swept, bag and baggage. 

or 


into the Mediterranean. Israelis, 
their part, did not perhaps fully 
appreciate the strength of Arab sus- 


picions regarding their aims al expansion 
and the importance of taking positive 
steps to allay them. 

After giving an assurance that Britain 
would resist any act of aggression, which- 
ever side might commit i, Mr. Morrison 
said he earnestly hoped that reason 
would soon prevail and that both sides 
would come to the realisation that it was 
in their own interests to put forward 
sincere afd positive proposals for peace. 
Their present pretensions were such that 
both would have to make considcrable 
concessions. The British Government 
would do a within its power 
to assist in the pacification of the area, 
but it must be understood that nothing 
could be done unless or until the initia- 
tive came from the parties t(D the dispute. 

Dealing with the Suez Cana] problem, 
Mr. Morrison said that Britain, in 
common with the other great marii:me 
Powers, had done everything possible 
through diplomatic channels to persuade 
the Egyptian Government of the injustice. 
and unreasonableness of their restrictions 


and to induce them to put an end to 
them by spontancous attion. Unfor- 
tunately, these efforts had borne litle 


fruit, and the matter was now before the 
Security Council, 


No Moral Justification 


“ This irresponsidle action on the part 
of the Egyptian Government is causing 
at least as much damage and distress to 
mnocent third parties as it is to the 
mtended victims,” declared Mr. Morrr 
son. “It is intolerable that the mari- 
time nations should be expected to suffer, 
apparently indefinitely, from an abusive 
practice which has neither practical! nor 
moral justification.” 

Mr. Morrison was followed in the 
debate by Mr. Churchill, who maintained 
that in the brief war with Egypt, Israe! 
had conclusively demonstrated its fight- 
ing superiority over the much better 
armed troops.

Gaza as British Base 


Mr. Crossman said that as a result of 
the death of Ki Abdullah many 
doubted whether Jordan could survive as 
an integrated State. He asked Mr. Morri- 
son to consider whether it was not now 
ume for Jordan to be merged with Iraq 
in a larger unit. He also suggested that 
negotiations should be held with Egypt 
and Israel to make Gaza a British base 
and accem gg yg | for the refugees 
there. whom neither Egypt nor Israel 
would look after. That, he thought, was 
the sort of policy which would catch the 
imagination of the Middle East. 

Mr. Jutsan Amery (Con., Preston, 
North) thought it was a great mistake 
to have left it to Israel to raise the Suez 
issuc in the Security Council. British 
interests were at stake far more than 
those of Israel. 

Mr. Barnetr Janner (Lab.. Leicester. 
N.W.) said that Israel had set an example 
which could well be followed in. other 
parts of the Middle East. 

Referring to Egypt's blockade of the 


Suez Canal, he remarked that such an 
attitude derived directly from _ the 
marked determination of the Egyptian 


Government not to end the state of war 
with Israe] and (to encourage iis asso- 
ciates in the Arab League to remain 
hostile to Israel, when # would be in 
the best imerests of all the countries 
concerned and for the world at large that 
a real and effective peace should be 
restored to the area. 


Story of Failure 


Mr. MACMILLAN (Con., Brom- 
ley), winding up for the Opposition, said 
that Britain's policy in the Middle East 
during the past six years was a sad story 
of mismanagemem and failure. While 
tankers had been illegally held up, and 
while the Haifa refineries had been put 
out of action the Government had shown 
a hesitamt attitude which he = found 
impossible to understand. He was glad 
that Israel's protest before the Security 
Council was to be supported by Britain. 
But « would have been better if the 
matter had been deak with on Briiain’s 
initiative a long time ago. 

Mr. ATYLEE, the rime Minister, 
replying to the debaie, said he thought 
one chance of setiling the Palestine ques- 
tion before it became so exacerbated had 
rested with the war-time Coalition Govern- 
ment.

R. R. SCHWARZ, I hear, has been

Israel’s Displaced Persons” 
By The Rev. WILLIAM W. SIMPSON 


Y journey from Jordan into 
Israel took exactly 15 minutes. 
From St. Georges Close, 
where I had been staying on the Jor- 
dan side of the fantastic frontier that 
now divides Jerusalem into two parts, 
to the Mandelbaum Gate was hardly 
more than a minute's drive. The for- 
malities at the Arab frontier-post were 
quickly over: arrangements for such 
crossings have to be made well before- 
hand. And for the rest? Well, that 
takes just as long as the traveller needs 
to walk the 100 yards of “ no-man’s- 
land” which at that point separates 
the State of Israel from the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan. 

I left the Old City shortly before 
10 am. It was a few mjnutes after 
1! o'clock when I set foot on Israeli 
territory. And the missing hour ? 
That was accounted for by the fact 
that Israeli summer*-time is just an 
hour ahead of Jordan time. Which 
struck me as bemg not altogether 
without a certain symbolic interest. 
For Israel is nothing if it is not pro- 
gressive and forward-looking. 


Problem of Homeless 


But T was soon to discover that even 
in Israel one has to adjust oneself to 
thinking in terms not merely of a 
difference of hours, but of generations, 
and in some respects, centuries. Less 
than a hundred yards from the 
Mandelbaum Gate was a group of 
boys playing by the roadside. Nothing 
very remarkable about that, perhaps, 
save for the round cap on. each 
cropped head, and the long side curls 
dangling on their cheeks. A quarter 
of a mile further on we passed another 

roup, this time of boys and girls, a 
ew vears older it is true, but all wear- 
ing the blue shirts or blouses which 
constitute the “ uniform” of a youth 
movement, and just setting out, -my 
companion explained, for a week-end 
in the country. 

Everyone, of course, is familiar with 
the stirring and exhilarating stories of 
the pioneers whose joy on their arrival 
in the Holy Land was matched only 
by the heroism with which they faced 
malarial swamps, sandy wastes, or the 
We know 
how, by the sweat of their brow and 
the labour of their. hands, they made 
the wilderness to blossom as the rose. 
But there is another side to the picture 
to-day. 

“We wanted a home; what we've 
ot is a State!” That was how a life- 
ong worker in the Zionist cause put it 

to me one evening as we drove back 
from Rehovot to Jerusalém. He was 
not complaining. He was simply facing 
facts—the facts. of an exceedingly 
difficult and complex situation. 
far as his own personal attitude was 


concerned, he was perfectly willing to 
© on to the end of his days working 
or the realisation of that ideal which 
has jnspired him, and so many others 
like him, from the beginning. 

For a national home and a political 
State are not necessarily one and the 
same thing. It is true, of course, that 
a good home must be well run, and 
that the effective administration of a 
national home may require all the 
resources of the modern State. But 
there is always the danger, from which 
not even Israel is immune, that pre- 
occupation with immediate political 
and economic issues may divert atten- 
tion from the spiritual and cultural 
ideals without which a home can so 
easily degenerate into something little 
better than an institutjon. 

If those ideals are to become really 
effective in the life of the State, it can 
only be as they take root jn the hearts 
and minds of the people who consti- 
tute the State—or the home. And 
while I am persuaded that they were 


-the inspiration and driving force of 


the pioneers, it is important to recog- 
nise that among the constant stream 
of immigrants at present flowing into 
Israel, not only from different 
countries but also, in some sense, from 
different centuries, are very many who 
come, not so much because they 
wanted to as because they just had. to. 

I think, as I write, of a young couple 
I met in one of the reception camps. 
They were so obviously different from 
the majority of the Iraqi Jews who 
thronged that particular camp. Indeed. 
they were so much like the kind of 
people one might have expected to 
meet in the Finchley Road or Dids- 
bury that almost instinctively I! 
stopped to exchange a greeting and a 
few words with them. 


The Clerk from Baghdad 


They had, in fact, come from Bagh- 
dad. He had been a clerk m a bank. 
“And how do you like jt here?” I 
asked. “Well...” He was obviously 
not quite sure how far he could or 
should commit himself. It was clear 
that his feelings were very mixed. 
Indeed, that was exactly the way he 
put it himself a moment later as he 
spoke for himself and his wife. And 
he said it, not merely in the words 
that fell from his lips, but even more 
eloquently with his eyes, and I have 
a feeling that I shall remember his 
glance long after I have forgotten his 
words: But he agreed, as we parted, 
that at least in Israel there was hope. 

l remember, too, a conversation by 
the roadside on the way to I[)jberias. 
We were passing a group of men 
clearing a rocky patch of earth. I 
asked the driver to pull up. This was 
one of the jobs | had wanted to see 
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at close quarters. And a hard job it 


is, too. Any excuse for a break, how- 
ever temporary, was clearly welcome. 
They were Yemenis who had been 
working in that particular part of the 
country for some ten months. 

“And are they ha 7” I asked 
their leader. “ No! ” They thought the 
work was too hard and they com- 
plained of a shortage of water. “ And 
do they get any relaxation or recrea- 
tion ? I asked. “No. They're 
mostly too tired at the end of the day. 
There's a cinema near by, but they 
don't like that either. They are very 
religious and they don't approve of 
the women in the films.” 

They were obviously people of a 
very different type, from a _ very 
different background, and with a very 
different outlook from the pioneers 
who, nearly 45 years before, had 
founded the settlement we were to visit 
an hour or two later, at Dganiya, one 
of the prototypes and certainly one of 
the most highly developed examples of 
the communal agricultural settlement. 


Bridging the Gulf 


A major problem in Israel to-day is 
how to bridge the gylf that separates 
the one from the other as quickly and 
as effectively as possible. It is both 
an educational and an economic task. 
On the educational side the two-way 
traffic of mutual understanding and 
respect js essential. In many respects 
the Jew from the East and the Jew 
from the West are almost complete 
strangers to each other. But since 
“the twain” have met it is important 
that they should get to know each 
other without delay. That~ necessity 
must have a direct bearing on the 
developing educational policy of the 
new State. 

The economic task ts no less urgent. 
Part of the price that Israel has to 
pay for jts courageous determination 
to maintain an ever-open door for 
immigrant Jews is the acceptance of a 
standard of austerity flatteringly hike, 
and im some respects more rigorous 
than, that to which we have grown 
accustomed in this country. And that 
has more far-reaching implications 
than I think we sometimes recognise. 

“You m England,” said someone 
with whom I discussed this aspect of 
the situation, “have known a higher 
standard of life to which you can 
reasonably hope to return when the 
need for your present austerjty is past. 
In the meantime, the recollection of 
that standard can help to keep you 
going. But Israel is less fortunate, 
and | sometimes wonder whether those 
among us who have known that 
higher standard will be able in the 
end to re-establish it in face of the 
growing influence of those who have 
not.” 


Spiritual Phenomenon 


Lest anyone should think that I have 
looked at Israel with a jaundiced eye, 
let me hasten to add that I saw and 
heard many things that impressed me 
greatly and filled me with admiration. 
For .my own part, | am far from 
believing that the problems I have 
hinted at im this article, as well as 
others which | have not mentioned 
here, are insoluble, or that the people 
of Israel are incapable of solving 
them. But I am persuaded that we do 
our friends jn Israel a poor service if 
we are content only to congratulate 
them on their amazing achievements, 
and not at the same time do all in 
our power to understand and to enter 
into the complexity of the difficulties 
which still confront them. They need 
all the help and support that we can 
give, not just materially, though that 
is important, but even more from the 
point of view of moral and spiritual 
backing. 

For in the last resort there is no 
escaping the fact that the emergence 
of the State of Israel is much more 
than a political fact. It is a spiritual 
phenomenon of the greatest impor- 
tance, not only for world Jewry, but 
for the Moslem and Christian com- 
munities also. The extent to which it 
proves possible in this Near Eastern 
“ melting pot” to resolve some of the 
problems that arise in the difficult and 
delicate field of personal relations, as 
well as of relations between nation- 
a and religion and between church 
and State, must prove to be of the 
greatest possible significance for the 
whole family of mankind.

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CLOTHING FOR ISRAEL’S IMMIGRANTS

Tet Aviv 

Within the past few weeks over 70 
cases of clothing have arrived at Haifa 
from Britain for distribution among new 
immigrants in Israel. Recenily saw 
what happened to these gifts. 

In charge of distribution is Mrs. Ida 
Lieberfreumt, who. in an old cowshed at 
Kfar Ata, outside Haifa, has organised 
one of the best social welfare institutions 
in Israel. When I visited Mrs. Lieber- 
freunt’s headquarters I found that the 
cowshed had n turned into an excel- 
storehouse wih row after row of 
shelves made from the packing cases in 
which the clothing was sent. On arrival,

the clothes are immediately sorted and, 
if necessary, repairs are carried out 
three immigrant seamsiresses who wor 
several hours a day. Badly damaged 
clothing 1s remade imto other garmenis. 
The institution, which is controlled by 
the Ministry of Social Welfare, caters for 
some 200,000 new immigrants living in 


ma‘abarot in «he north of the country. 


Social workers in the ma’abarot come 
to Mrs. Lieberfreunt and tell ber what 
clothes are needed, and these are pro- 
vided for a token payment. But these 
small payments enable the institution to 
be completely self-supporting. There is 
even a smail surplus, which enables Mrs. 
Lieberfreunt to buy sheets and other 
useful commodities from the Jewish 
Agency for distribution among the most 
needy immigrants. 

Ata, the largest textile concern in 
Israel, has been very helpful, giving 
damaged or soiled articles to the institu- 
tion. And there have, of course, been 
useful contributions from Jewish com- 
munities in the British Empire. 

Mrs. Lieberfreunt expressed her thanks 
to those in Britain who have been, and 
sull are, responsible for helping the 
institution, In addition to clothing, the 
institution has received food 
toys, the latter being particularly useful 
for distribution among the Israeli Society 


SOap, and 


for Crippled Children and for youngsters 
at sanatoria. 

Nothing is wasted. Packing cases which 
are not required for shelves are made 
into small tables for the ma‘abarot. A 
parcel of old furs was used to make dolls. 
And some football boots from London 
resulted in the formation of a football! 
team by the workers at Kfar Ata. 

The most urgent need at the moment is 
for baby clothes, layettes, and shoes. But 
all clothing is welcome and is put to 

use. 


NEW CENTRES OPENED 
BY MALBEN 


Israel’s 3,000 “ Hard-Core ” 
Cases

JERUSALEM 

A number of new institutions are being 
opened by Malben, the organisation se; 
up by the “Joint,” the Jewish Agency, 
and the Israeli Government, to take care 
of the “ hard-core ™ cases—the sick and 
the aged—entering Israel. 

The first 100 beds of the Beer Ya aqov 
T.B. hospital—the largest of its kind in 
the Middle East—are ready, and patients 
are now being admiuted. When the 
hospital is completed i will have 500 
beds. 

Former tuberculosis patients are being 
admitied to the Neve Haim Rehabilita- 
tion Centre, near Hadera. At Rosh 
Ha'Ayin a home for 100 aged people 
has been completed. The Mahne Israc! 
Centre is being enlarged to accommodate 
75 patients, while the home for the aged 
(mainly Yemenis) at Ein Shemer 1s being 
enlarged to take. 500 peopl. Malben 
has also completed plans for the erection 
of another home for the aged, near 
Natanya. 

On July 1 there were 3,000 persons 
under the care of Ma ben. They included 
800 T.B. patients, 1,300 aged people. 400 
mental cases, 400 people suffering from 
chronic ailments, and blind, crippled, and 
backward children. 


NEW HOUSING SCHEME

JERUSALEM 

Israclis are showing much interest in 
the housing scheme prepared recently by 
the Ministry of Labour, which provides 
for the erection of 12,000 housing units 
annually in the four years beginning 1952, 
and there have been long queues at the 
2. registration centres opened by the 
authorities. 

The scheme is intended to help families 
who are living in temporary dwellings— 
such as. huts or tents—or in a single 
room. The cost of a housing unit in Tel 
Aviv will be 1£2,400, only 1£100 of which 
is payable on registration: the Govern- 
ment grants a mortgage of 1£700. Between 
the date of registration and the com- 
pletion of the house, persons are required 
to pay between [£10 and 1£15 monthly, 
the balance io be paid when the house 
is occupied.

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WARSAW PRESS ON 
STROOP TRIAL

Sentenced to death last week by the 
Warsaw District Court for ruthlessly 
suppressing the Warsaw Ghetto 


Rising, General von Stroop, former - 


S.S. Commander of Warsaw, and his 
associate im crime, Captain Konrad, 
are now in separate cells in Warsaw's 
main prison awaiting execution. 
Strangely enough, the trial, though it 
marked the end of a most tragic chapter 
in the history of Polish Jewry, was not 
given the prominence it deserved in the 
Polish press. Even more strange was 
the manner in which both the Polish 
and Yiddish newspapers tried to make 
political capital out of the trial. 


“ Tolerant Attitude” 


Throughou the proceedings numerous 
witnesses, particularly Poles, went out of 
their way to describe in great detail what 
they called the “ help given by the Polish 
Communist underground to the Jewish 
fighters in the Ghetto.” One of the wi- 
nesses, Franciszek Lencrycki, a Pole who 
claimed to have taken an active part in 
the Ghetto Rising, gave a long discourse 


on the tolerant attitude shown by Poles 
towards Jews, and how the “ People’s 
Guard Communist underground 


army—had ali along assisted and rescucd 
Jews trom Hiter’s oppression. Other 
Polish witnesses went so far as to stale 
that the fivhters of the Ghetto in their 
revok against the Nazis were inspired 
by Soviet Russian victories. 

The prosecution, and the witnesses. 
carefully avo ded making any accusations 
against the German people, limiting their 
eseds to the defendants or to Hitler 
and Himmler. constantly stressing, how- 
ever, that Stroop, like other German 
criminals, was merely tool of fascism 
and an agent of imperialism, drawing an 
analogy between Hitler's imperialism and 
that attributed to the United States. 

The Jewish witnesses, however, did not 
have much to say about outside aid given 
to the Ghetto fiehters. Two of the chief 
Jewish witnesses, Marck Edelman and 
Bernard Bore. both former members of 
the Jewish ficthiing unit in the Ghetto, 
related im great detail the ghastly hap- 
in the Ghetto during the

Yiddish Paper's Comment

LITVINOV’S 75th

Anniversaries are usually ceremoni- 
ously observed in the Soviet Union. 
Yet an exception to this rule is likely 
to be made for the Bialystok-born 
Jew, Maxim Maximovich Litvinov, 
one of the oldest Party members and 
for a long time controller of Russia’s 
foreign policy, who this week is 
celebrating his 75th birthday.

has not been mentioned in the Soviet 
press. A few years ago there were still 
rumours that he was the Party's rappor- 
teur on foreign affairs, a post he held 
in 1940, but now iM iS quite ceriain that 
he has no official position and that he 
has been removed from the political 


scene. 
. This is the second time that Litvinov 
has been a victim of Russia's bad 
relations with the West. In 1939, on the 
eve of the signing of the Nazi-Soviet 
act, he was dismissed from the post of 
ople’s Commissar for Foreign Affairs. 
The diplomat who, from the ‘twenties 
onwards, fought to obtain recognition of 
the U.S.S.R. by Britain, France. and the 
United States and, who, as a Minister, 
rejected any idea of collaboration with 
Hitler, was considered a liability in 1939. 
To-day Litvinov, a popular war-lime 
Ambassador in Washington. is thoucht to 
be unsuitable for icading Russia’s anti- 
American policy. 


Double Life in London 


Litvinov’s diplomatic carcér started in 
London, which he reached in 1909 afier 
escaping from France. He was forced 
to escape from that country because he 
was caught. smuggling arms to Russia. 
In London Litvinov led a double life. 
During the day he worked as a clerk in 
a bookshop and everyone admired the 
business abilities of Max Harrison, as 
he was known. His weekly salary was 
£3 4s., quite a lot for that period. In 
the evenings Litvinov worked at the 
Socialist International Bureau, where he 
was the Bolshevik representative 

The revolutionary Litvinov had no 
opportunity to take an active part in 
the first phase of the Octoher Revolution. 
He was asked to do diplomatic work, 


and the revolutionary Government 
appointed him its representative § in 
London. In a small t in Victoria 
Street Litvinov attempicd to fulfil his 


function as the London delegate of the 
Soviets. 

His first diplomatic meeting took place 
at a teashop in the Strand. Litvinov 
and Rothsiein represented the Soviets: 
Bruce {now Si Bruce) Lockhart and 

. Leeper were there on behalf of 
the United Kingdom. But Litvinov did 
not hold his position for lone. After 
the British representative in Moscow had 
been arrested, Litvinov was sent to 
Brixton Prison. He was released soon 
after and returned to Moscow to become 
Peopic’s Vice“Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs. 


Meeting with Roosevelt 


He did not stay there long either. He 
travelled from capital to capital, taking 
part in many conferences, all the time 
striving to get recognition for the 
USS.R. At mternational meetings he 
was always ready with peace proposals. 
He was the peacemaker, the commercial 
traveller of Soviet diplomacy, and even 
externally, “ Papa Litvinov.” as he was 
affectionaitcly known, looked more like 
a respectable businessman than a blood- 
thirsty revolutionary. _ 

He overcame most diplomatic obstacles 
and; in 1933, when the United States 
recognised the Soviets, he visited 
America for talks with President Roose- 
vek; and received a warm welcome. On 
his way back to Moscow German diplo- 
mats tried to arrange a meeting between 
Hitler and Litvinov, but this Litvinov 
declined. He also tried to hinder his 
colleagues in their attempis to open 
negotiations with Nazi Germany. 

Geneva.after Russia's admission to 
the League of Nations, Litvinov was in 
the limelight. He produced pacts of 
hon-aggression. His speeches were 
awai and listened to carefully. 
at the height of his career Litvinov was 


dismissed. Molotov was considered to 
cag suited for negotiations with 
ier.

OIL DEPOSITS IN 
ISRAEL 


American Experts’ Report 
From our Own Correspondent 


New Yor« 

A preliminary report issued here by an 
American firm of pctroleum geologists 
after a thorough survcy of Israeli terri- 
tory indicates that Isracl may become a 
oil-producing power. 

report, published in the New 
Yorx Heratp Trisune, states thai 
“ picture-book domes —usually asso- 
crated with prolific ol pools——were dis- 
covered in the Negev, and describes 
circamstaniial surface confirmation of 
the presence of oil, 

Each of the cight geological provinces 
of Israel, the report says. has oil possi- 
bilities. The most promising are the 
Negev, the foothills of Judea, the 
coastal plain, and the Dead Sea Valley. 


Concessions Cancelled 


The Isracli Government, the report 
adds, was so impressed by these findings, 
that it has cancelled the oil prospecting 
concessions granted by Britain during the 
Mandate, and is preparing to open the 
territory to American oil companies for 
exploration and development on fairly 
liberal competitive terms. The British 
Government, it is reported, is not 
opposed to the cancellations of the con- 
cessions. [A Foreign Office spokesman 
said m London that Britain had not been 
consulted on the matter, although it was 
unlikely that the British Government 
would oppose the cancellation of the 
concessions. } 

_ The draft of a new Petroleum Act, it 
is Stated, is being prepared for Israel by 
the firm which made the survey. {The 
israchi Finance Minister, Mr. Kaplan. 
said recently that a Bill relating to oil 
prospecting had been complcted and 
would shortly be brought before the 
Second Knesset ] 

Mr. Ben-Gurion is said to have dis- 
cussed the possibility of oil development 
in Isracl by American firms during his 
recemt visit to the United States. But 
American companics already producing 
oi in the Middle East are reluctant to 
take part in the new project as they 
might prejudice their concessions in the 
Arab countries. 

The U.S. State Department is said to 
be watching the developments closely 
and sympathetically. One Government 
official said: “ A big sirike might do for 
Isracl what the industrial revolution did 
for Britain in the ninctecenth century.”

FOUND 


Addressed to Sir Moses 
Montefiore

An_ historic collection of letters 
addressed by various correspondents to 
Sir Moses Montefiore, the nincteenth- 
century Anglo-Jewish philanthroprst, has 
been discovered here m the Legislative 
Archives of Manitoba Province, 

Perhaps the most interesting of these 
documents is a four-page episiic, dated 
May 29, 1841, which proclaims that “ the 
ume has now come when it [Palestine 
might be delivered out of the grasp o 
the infidel, and become a prosperous and 
a happy land.” The writer was a devout 
Christian, Sir Wiliam Hillary, who had 
worked out a plan for liberating the Hol 
Land from the Turks. The plan itself, 
unfortunately, is missing, but according 
to the author's letter to Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore copies of were received 
“ gratefully” acknowledged by 
Palmerston, the Duke of Wellincion, and 
other Ministers of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. It aimed at “ securing to al!, their 
Rites, their Religion, and their privileges 
as citizens of a free and independent 

Other manuscripts include a note from 
the Common Cryer of the City of Lon- 
don, dated June 28, 1837. informing Sir 
Moses Montefiore of his clection to the 
office of Sheriff of London: and an 
invitation to attend a ceremony in his 
honour arranged by the Board of Depu- 
ties for March 10, 184! 

How these letters reached Manitoba is 
a mystery. They were discovered recently 
by Rabbi Arthur A. Chicl, Director of 
the Judaic Depariment of the University 
of Manitoba.

Hias had origigally to curtail 
“ts activities in Germany and Austria 
when the I.R.0. closed down its branches 
in those countries, but the Board of 
Directors of the Sociely, at a special 
mecting here this weck. decided to con- 
tinuc operations aficr the Exccutive 
Director, Mr. I. Asofsky, who has just 
returned from a visit to Europe, reported 
that some 25,000 Jews would remain in 
“ hostile surroundings™ following the 
cessation of I.R.O. activities. 

Reports submitted to the meeting 
showed that Hias had helped 7,002 Jews 
to leave Europe during the firs six 
months of this year. Of these. 3.500 had 
entered the United States, while Canada 
had admitted 1,751.

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SECOND KNESSET 


NO real surprises have occurred in the 
results of the elections in Israel for the 
second Knesset, in spite of the quite 
unknown quantities represented in the great 
influx of new immigrants. The few com- 
paratively small changes that most informed 
observers accurately forecast have not 
radically altered the balance of the parties, 
and it will fall to Mr. BEN-GURION again, as 
head of the party with the largest number 
of seats, Mapai, to form a Government. He 
has, aS in the last Knesset, no overall 
majority, and his main difficulty will be that 
of choosing suitable partners to constitute a 
strong Coalition. Mapai, the moderate 
Labour party, with, provisionally, 46 seats 
out of the House's total of 120, has not only 
maintained its number, but it now has also 
the advantage of a new ally in the moderate 
Arabs, not separately represented before, 
who have secured five seats. The Religious 
Bloc, whose 16 seats in the last Knesset were 
a big factor in the Coalition with Mapai, 
have dropped in total to 14, with the added 
disadvantage that they are not a compact 
bloc at present. The other Coalition sup- 
porters, the Progressives, have four seats, a 
decrease of one. On the more extreme Left, 
Mapam has fallen from 19 to 15, and farther 
still to the Left, the Communists, with five 
seats, have simply maintained their position. 
To the extreme Right, Cherut have receded 
sharply, from 14 seats to eight. The greatest 
change has occurred in the moderate Right, 
the General Zionists’ representation jumping 
steeply from seven to 20 seats. 


While, therefore, it is safe to reiterate that 
the position now is very much as it was 
before, there are, nevertheless, one or two 
pointers indicating the reorientation of 
ideas that has been brought about by current 
events. Despite, for example, the undoubted 
religious Orthodoxy of the greater number 
of the new. immigrants from Oriental 
countries, their votes have not gone towards 
strengthening the religious parties. It may 
be that, strong in traditional sense but lack- 
ing as yet any political feeling at all, they 


have preferred to keep their religion 
unsullied by politics. Or it may equally be 
that, besides the glamour of Mr. Ben- 


GURION in’ the minds of the more primitive 
as a “messiah” who has brought them to 
the Land of Israel, the propaganda of Mapai 
has been more effective than that of, say, the 
Mizrachi. The rebuffs administered to both 
extreme Right and extreme Left point to 
a penetration of moderate views and to a 
determination by Israelis to maintain the 
form of democracy favoured by Western 
progressive society. Of greatest significance, 
probably, is the rise of the General Zionists, 
a rise foreseen in the remarkable headway 
the party made last year in the municipal 
elections. Their success, gained largely at 
the expense of the more extreme parties, but 
not altogether accounted for by that, carries 
in it a lesson for Mr. BEeN-GuRIoNn. It 
crystallises certain discontents, chiefly among 
the middle-class, not so much with rationing 
in itself and the hard living inseparable from 
present conditions, but with the alleged 
stranglehold in sO many economic and 
governmental spheres of the Histadrut’s 
many instruments, which are said to restrict 
unduly private initiative and enterprise. 

Mr. BEN-GuRION has his warning. He can- 
not, under the present system of proportional 
representation, and given a continuation of 
present conditions, have an outright majority. 
This is perhaps as well, for Israel's tremen- 
dous and complicated difficulties will require 
the most careful handling by co-operative 
effort if they are to be solved satisfactorily 
in the reasonably near future. There must 


be great satisfaction, however, in the know- 
ledge that Israel has passed so calmly and 
efficiently through so crucial a test as a 
general election. 


MIDDLE EAST 


A SLIGHT stiffening in the official British 
attitude towards Egypt has been diagnosed 
by most observers of Monday's House of 
Commons debate on Middle Eastern affairs 
and subsequent lobby talk. This hardening 
is most noticeable in relation to the Sudan, 
where Government and Opposition for once 
agree on a policy of no surrender to 
Egyptian demands, but it extends also to the 
Suez Canal and to Arab-Israeli relations. 
The Government, as Mr. MorrISON. made 
plain in his speech, is, however, far from 
accepting Mr. CHuRCHILL’s view that 
Egyptian malevolence against Britain can- 
not be met with anything other than the 
strong hand. The accent, as in Persia, is 
still. on sweet reasonableness. Mr. MORRISON 
devoted mofe time than is customary to 
Israel's position and prospects. Indeed, 
Israel figured prominently in almost all the 
speeches made by both sides, and in contrast 
to previous years there was an undercurrent 
of support for the view that British policy in 
the Middle East should not be hampered by 
Arab hostility towards the Jewish State. 


The after-effects of King ABDULLAH'S 
assassination are now beginning to be felt. 
Several speakers in the debate dwelt on the 
alarming fact that friendship for Britain 
now appears to be sufficient ground in Arab 
countries for assassination. It seems likely 
that the project of union between Iraq and 
Jordan will be more strongly pressed now 


that King ARDULLAH has been removed, in © 


the hope of bringing the Palestine Arabs 
under somewhat firmer control. It is no 
secret that King AppuLtan shortly before 
his death contemplated making the young 
King of Iraq, Fersav II, his successor, thus 
by-passing his own sons. This is no longer 
practicable, but it seems safe to say that if 
Jordan shows signs of instability, the Iraqis 
will be encouraged to try to absorb it in thei 
own country. There is reason to believe 
that an adequate picture has not been given 
of the confusion that reigned in the Old City 
of Jerusalem for some hours after the 
King’s murder, when many even innocent 
people suffered injury and death through the 
retaliatory measures of soldiers of the Arab 
Légion. There was also widespread looting 
of shops. These events have gone some way 
towards disturbing. the idea built.up by 
admirers of the Arabs of a solid, efficiently 
run little kingdom. By contrast, Israel 
has just had a very quiet and democratic 
election. The difference is not likely to be 
overlooked. 


The first fruits of Mr. MorRISON’sS depar- 
ture from the line held to by his predecessor 
were made visible at Flushing Meadow on 
Wednesday, when Sir GLaADWYN JEBB 
belatedly came to Mr. EBAN’S assistance in 
the matter of Egypt's blockade of the Suez 
Canal. His statement, though moderately 
termed, ended with a warning of possible 
action by the Security Council if Egypt 
remains adamant. This really is no more 
than the FoREIGN SECRETARY had indicated 
in his statement in the House of Commons 
on Monday. The Egyptian reply was not 
merely uncompromising but insolent, and 
made it clear that Egypt has no intention of 
budging from its position. That, too, was 
to be expected. As in the matter of the 
Empire Roach—where the Egyptian Govern- 
ment has now passed another offhanded reply 
to the British Ambassador in Cairo—there 
is a clear intention on Egypt's part not to 
settle the dispute but to keep it inflamed for 
the benefit of public opinion at home, That. 
however, is no consolation to the many 
nations, besides Britain and Israel, that have 
already protested at the infringement of the 
international rights they are all supposed to 
enjoy with regard to the Canal, besides the 
extension of harmful results to, for example, 
the Haifa refineries and, through that, to 
Western economy and strategy as a whole. 
It seems at last that a recognition of the folly 
of placating Egypt at Israel’s expense is 
beginning to percolate through.

The Prince's sentence, should there be a 
recurrence of trouble, is the severest pos- 
sible. Unfortunately, however, the deadl> 
feud between the two houses leads to the 
tragedy that forms the subject-matter of the 
play. It is only after the dire and irreparable 
consequences have been enacted that recon- 
ciliation ensues, and at last Capulet speaks 
the reconciling word: 
O brother Montague, give me thy hand. 


It may not be altogether fanciful to see 
in this famous one-time feud between 
Montague and Capulet some analogy with 
that now subsisting between MONTAGU and 
Counen. There is a seemingly endless battle 
of words going on between the Hon. EwWen 
E. S. MONTAGU, as President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and the Rev. Dr. A. 
COHEN, as President of the Board of Depu- 
ties. No sooner is a word spoken by one of 
the protagonists at either of these bodies, 
than the other tilts at him in return, and the 
tournament has spilt over into our corre- 
spondence columns. But the protraction of 
this present dispute does not really seem 
necessary. It ill accords with the recent 
happy measures that have been taken with 
other bodies for the restoration of: com- 
munal unity, measures that owe so much to 
Dr. CoHen’s conciliatory skill. Now is the 
time, we suggest, before perhaps irreparable 
harm may be inflicted, for these two doughty 
opponents to shake hands and work 


together, as they each do so notably in their | 


other spheres, in the public interest. 


A NEW SOLOMON 


WHEN ARISTOTLE, PLINY THE ELDER, and 
RABELAIS, not to mention many lesser 
authorities, combine to assert, in their several 
languages, an identical thesis, it is odds on 
that there is more than a grain of truth in 
their observation. To put it in its most 
popular form,. that projected by PLiny: 
Ex Africa semper aliquid novi. And, indeed, 
to judge froni an item of news this very 
week, “ there is always something new from 
Africa.” The something new that has now 
been presented to us by our Gibraltar corre- 
spondent is what is claimed to be. the 
first Jewish bullfighter, in Ceuta, Spanish 
Morocco. We—and we speak not only 
editorially but communally—we are piqued, 
in- metaphor only, of course, by this Jewish 
bullfighter. Details, alas, are lacking. Was 
he picador ? toreador? matador? Cer- 
tainly, to judge from the rest of the story, 
he was on that particular occasion no con- 
quistador, except, perhaps, indirectly, for 
the heroic bull that he encountered bore up 
bravely and successfully against all his 
thrusts while the battle was on—only, sur- 
prising to relate, to die of exhaustion after- 
wards! Admiuration cannot, however, on this 
account be withheld from SOLOMON, our 
bullfighter. There must be tremendous 
qualities of perseverance in a man who can 
exhaust a fighting bull to death. Not that 
he is alone with such qualities. Many of his 
brethren, not always SOLOMONS, descend 
perseveringly into other and, in their way, 
equally exciting arenas, nor are they in any 
whit inferior in the exhaustion they cause 
their adversaries to suffer. Perhaps “ adver- 
Saries,” in the context in which we write, is 
too strong a word, but it must often seem 
the mot juste to tired audiences faced by 
some of our fiercest and deepest-lunged com- 
munal orators, to whom time (as well as 
often their words) has no meaning. By a 
natural transition another item of news takes 
us, like those earlier conquistadors, from 
Spanish east to Spanish west, and we read 
an account in a Yiddish newspaper in South 
America of a banquet given in honour of 
a very worthy gentleman elected as a certain 
community's representative to the Council of 
a Jewish institution. The several hundred 
guests no doubt bore with fortitude the eight 
glowing speeches—there might have been 
more, but only eight were reported—that 
anticipated the reply of the guest of honour. 
Our Yiddish contemporary, proceeding with 
its report, records with a naiveté as 
devastating as its frankness that “ After 
midnight, when the gathering was already 


tired after hearing so many speeches, Dr. 


expressed his gratitude... .” It 
is useless after that to read the no doubt 
truthful news that the Doctor's remarks 
were ultimately greeted “ with thunderous 
applause,” for we are irrevocably convinced 
that this can only have been the last brave 
fling of an audience that, like the bull, died 
of exhaustion. 


About Books 


HISTORY OF ZIONISM 


A of Zionism. By ISRAPL 
Conen. Muller. 15s.

Mr. Israel Cohen, in the course of a lifetime 
of active service to the Zionist movement, has 
made the history of the movement his special 
field. Some forty years ago he produced a 
small volume entitled “The Progress of 
Zionism,” which he has expanded and brought 
up to date no fewer than six times in the inter- 
vening period. The results of his close and 
continuous following of events in the Zionist 
world were consolidated, so to speak, in “ The 
Zionist Movement,” which appeared in 1945. 
His latest work adds the record of the last six 
years, during which one important aspect of 
Zionism has achieved fulfilment in the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel. 

The theme of these last chapters is Israel rather 
than Zionism. Practically nothing is said about the 
progress (or otherwise) of the Zionist Organisation 
since 1944 or about the practical and ideological 

roblems which have been created or intensified 
or it by the attainment of its political objective. 
This is in line with the primarily political concep- 
tion of Zionism with which Mr. Cohen has always 
been associated. 


Recent Events 


Mr. Cohen handles a tangled mass of facts with 
great skill, writes with admirable lucidity. and main- 
tains a high standard of accuracy (from which he 
appears to lapse in the surprising siaiement, on 

. 221-2, that “ the siege of Jerusalem began on 
Besensber 1 [1947] and continued uninterruptedly 
for five and a half months as though the real 
siege of Jewish Jerusalem, which went on for about 
a month after the establishment of ihe State and 
brought the Jews’of the city to the verge of starva- 
tion, had never happened). He statics in the Pre- 
face that he has “ tried to maintain such a degree 
of objectivity as a historian can observe who writes 
a record of his own time and of a movement in 
which his own convictions are concerned,” but bis 
efforts to overcome an understandable bias cannot 
be said to have been invariably successful. For 
example, opinions no dowbt differ as to the impor- 
tance of the horrible Deir Yasin outrage as a factor 
in causing or stimulating the mass flight of the 
Arabs; but that scarcely justifies ignoring the inci- 
dent compleicly, as Mr. Cohen does. Again. the 
Statement (on p. 193) that the British Labour 
Government “ was responsible for a régime that 
had converted Palestine into a police State, with 
ts accompaniments of arrests and curfews, of vio- 
lence and bloodshed, in which the very Adminisira- 
tion had to surround itself with armed guards, 
machine-guns, and barbed wire to ensure iis own 
safety “' would scarcely win a firsi prize for objec- 
tivity, which, though it is not incompatible with 
the holding of a decided view on a matter in dis- 
pute, does involve a recognition of the fact that 
there are two sides to every question. Lest, how- 
ever, this last quotation may seem ito convict Mr. 
Cohen of unrefiecting anti-British prejudice, which 
is still all too common in Zionist circles, u should 
in fairness be added that in his Preface he writes 
that Great Britain “ has the gratification of looking 
back upon a notable recotd of civilising work in 
the Holy Land and of reflecting that it was under 
her acgis and administration that Jewish industry, 
skill, and enthusiasm have wrought such a remark- 
able transformation.” 

All in all, this “ Short History of Zionism ” 
deserves high praise as a competent, reliable, and 
well-Dalanced record. 


THE THEATRE. 


The Oxford Contpanion to 
PHYLLIS HaRTNOLL. Oxford University Press. 35s.

This is a Monumental work and us 895 pa 
must, at a rough calculation. contain close on 4. 
references. It deals with every aspect of the world 
Stage, from almost prehistoric times until to-day, 
and embraces acting and actors, writing and play- 
wrighis, theatre buildings and theatre companies, 
the technique of lighting, acoustics, business 
management, and publicity. The history of ballet, 
opera, music hall, melodrama are al! given their 
full importance. Miss Hartnoll has had the wisdom 
to gather around her the best of the stage authori- 
ties, as the signed references indicate. 

The references to Jewish contribution to drama, 
whether as actors, playwrights, impresarios in non- 
Jewish theatres, or as componenis of the Jewish 
theatre, are continuous. Also, they are extra- 
ordinarily well informed, perereting facts which 
only the most earnest Jewish scholar would know. 

The “article on Jewish Drama, which runs into 
about 6,000 words, is by E. Harris of Israel. 
Jewish drama, he ey Says, has no territorial 
limits. There were Jewish actors in Rome under 
the Empire, and Ezekiel of Alexandria wrote, in the 
second century, a Greck drama in hexameters on 
the Exodus. Jewish drama, he maintains, must be 
viewed in the light of. Jewish approach to the 
theatre in general. Nevertheless, he deals faith- 
fully with the Jewish theatre in all its phases, 
starting with Ms Origins from the Jewish jugglers, 
dancers, and mimics of the Middle Ages. ext 
comes the Hebrew drama of the rich seventeenth- 
century Dutch period, and the Haskala movement 
in the eighteenth-century enlightened Germany. He 
traces the growth of the Yiddish Theatre, which 
was permanently esiablished by Goldfaden in 1876, 
and the later Art Theatre movement of Anski, 
Sholom Asch, and Pinski. In comparison with the 
rest Of the article, the space given to the new 
Hebrew Theatre, which has culminated in the 
Habima, Ohei, and the Chamber Theaire, js per- 
haps too short.

OLDEST CODE 


Halachot Pesuqot. By Ras 
Jupai Gaon, Edited by Rabbi S. D. 
Sassoon. Jerusalem: Mekitze Nirdamim.

Judai Gaon of Sura, who flourished 
during the 8th century, lives in the memory 
of chroniclers as the author of Halachot 
Pesugot, which presents the first attempt 
at the codification of the Law after the 
close of the Talmud. Judai Gaon is said 
to have been blind ; yet such was his erudi- 
tion and fame that his Code, compiled 
by his disciples at his dictation, was for 
long accepted as authoritative by the 
Jewries of both Babylon and Palestine. 

For well nigh 700 years this work 
survived only in isolated citations to be 
found in a number of rabbinic works of 
a later date. It was therefore with joy 
that the world of Jewish scholarship 
learned of the discovery by the late David 
Sassoon, in the course of his travels in 
the East, of a unique manuscript contain- 
ing the bulk of the Halachot Pesuqgot; 
and his detailed description of the manu- 
script in his monumental Catalogue, 
“ Ohel David,” gave us the first indication 
of its great significance. The work, begun 
so felicitously by the father, was con- 
tinued by Rabbi Solomon Sassoon, the 
son, who now presents to us this finely 
edited volume, provided with footnotes in 
explanation and illustration of the text. 

Rabbi Sassoon has also written an excel- 
lent introduction in which he discusses all 
the relevant problems. including its rela- 
tion to other hAalachic compendia of 
Gaonic times. Although as a code the 
Halachot Pesugot has long since been 
superseded, it remains iavaluable as a 
source of oral traditions emanating from 
the Saboraim. As such it provides a 
link between the Talmud and the later 
Codes ; and in publishing this work Rabbi 
Sassoon has rendered a signal service to 
Jewish learning and made a distinct con- 


tribution to the knowledge of a subject: 


which, owing to the fragmentary char- 
acter of the available material, bristles 
with problems and difficulties. 


WORLD'S END 


To-Morrow'’s Comet. By Lewis Sow- 
DEN. Robert Hale. 10s. 6d.

Mr. Sowden evidently belongs to the 
Wellsian School of scientific fiction; but 
it is Wells brought up to date-—complete 
with a message for the moderns—that 
we are “ one. race, one world, one hope, 
one life.’ The theme of the book is not 
a new one. An clectrically charged comet 
is rushing in the direction of the earth 
and is due to strike it in a fortnight’s 
time, with fatal results. The reat 
Powers colmbine to try to.» deflect it 
from its course by shooting atomic 
rockets. towards it, but all attempts fail 
and the world is doomed. Now if one 
can discount the improbability of the 
narrator—albeit a reporter—sitting down 
to write his impressions at such a time, 
ihen the rest of the tale unfolds with 
surprising plausibility, and the unemo.- 
tional style and phrasing convince by 
their very matter-of-faciness. The antics 
of humanity under short notice of 
destruction are recorded with almost 
clinical detachment and the reactions of 
the various characters are shrewdly 
typified—from the power-drunk tycoon, 
Kennaway Laver, down to the lift-boy 
with his three-word vocabulary of 
“ Nope,” “Oke,” and “ Yeah.” 

Incidentally, the author gives a life-like 
picture of the inner strains and stresses 
of the newspaper world, with Ms immu- 
table law that, though the Heavens fal!l— 
literally here-—the paper musi go to press 
on time, Equally realistic are his por- 
traits of the pressman who, with remark- 
able foresight, has planned a “ Big Hit 
Special ” in case the earth is saved after 
all—and the galley-boy who, convinced 
that the end is near, indulges his long- 
felt urge to “ blow a raspberry” at the 
editor. The crowning touch of authen- 
ticity is given to this. picture of tweptieth- 
century civilisation by one report that 
“in Trafalgar Square people are blaming 
the Jews for the crisis.”

ISRAEL ZANGWILL: 25 YEARS AFTER 


N August 1, 1926, twenty-five 

years ago, Israe] Zangwill died 

at a nursing home in Midhurst, 
Sussex, not far from his home at East 
Preston. 

Twenty-five years ago there was a 
tendency amid all the tributes that 
were being paid to him to dismiss 
Zangwill as one of the Victorian sur- 
vivals. Zangwill himself had spoken 
a year before he died of his works 
as belonging “to the despised Vic- 
torian era,” and said he found it 
gratifying that they had sur- 
vived so long “the annual 
avalanche of myriads of new 
books, and the distractions 
of an age increasingly oblivi-, 
ous of yesterday.” 

Yet to-day those who write 
about Jews in English litera- 
ture confess that Zangwill 
still stands supreme in that 
field, unequalled among 
them 


Earlier this year one of 
our younger Anglo-Jewish 
writers was confessing that 
“Israel Zangwill now 
appears to have started a 
vogue, not a tradition. His 
stories of East End life were 
so authentic in the truest 
sense that they were lifted 
right out of their context. 
Those who tried to follow 
him understood the tragedy, 
most, but the pathos seems 
to have been beyond 
them.” 

It is an understandable 
tendency for writers,. even 
the greatest, to become less 
read soon after their death. 
It has happened to Hardy 
and Shaw and Wells. A new 
biography of Wells pub- 
lished this year says: “ We 
cannot yet make a_ true 
assessment of Wells. In the 
future, when much of his 
work can be forgotten by all 
except historians, it will be 
og to concentrate on 

is real contribution to 
literature.” But however 
that may be regarding English writers 
and the English reader generally, the 
English-reading Jew has a _— 
interest in Zangwill, for Zangwill has 

inted imperishably, as no one else 
4 our Anglo-Jewish life, our own 
portran, ourselves. 

The Cambridge History of English 
Literature can afford in ts survey of 
the whole range of English literature 
to give only a side-glance at Zangwill, 
who “found romance im the life of 
East End Jews,” and speak of “ Chil-

range.” But that small range is ours. 
Holbrook Jackson, who wrote “ The

Eighteen-Nineties,” includes Zangwill 
among the “regional writers” who 
sprang into existence “out of the 
Zeitgeist of the decade.” And St. 
John Adcock in the same way 
describes him as “ the novelist of Lon- 
don’s modern Jewry, Aldgate, White- 
chapel, Dalston, all the roads and 
byways there and thereabouts.” 

Yet though Holbrook Jackson 
insisted that Zangwill’s works must live 
as holding their own “in the great 
tradition of the English novel,” we

cannot overlook their special impor- 
tance as Jewish literature. Zangwill 
himself declared: “Ail my work is 
Jewish.” That great Jewish writer, 
Sholem Asch, told me a few weeks ago 
that Zangwill is, to his mind, one of 
the great Jewish writers, together with 
Peretz. Though he did not write in 
Yiddish or Hebrew he conveyed in 
English the true Jewish folk spirit. 
He was, said Asch, the Classic in 
Jewish literature in English. 

Yet Zangwill was not only a great 
Jewish writer. He sacrificed litera- 
ture to Zionism and Itoism. For 
eight years, he told us, he used to go 
regularly down to the city every day 


like a business man, busy with emigra- 
tion and colonisation plans. There is 
a paragraph in the Jewish WORLD in 
1906: “ Mr. Zangwill has found time 
to lighten his serious labours in con- 
nection with the Ito by writing a 
comedy.” Holbrook Jackson once 
told me that he had urged Zangwill 
to stick to his own work, writing, 
instead of giving himself to all sorts 


of causes. “Which is my work?” 
Zangwill retorted. “And _ really,” 
Holbrook Jackson confessed, “I 


couldn't tell him which was 
the more important.” 

Israel Zangwill was a true 
product of our own London 
Jewry. He was born in the 
heart of it, of immigrant 
parents, in a court off Stoney 
Lane, on whose site a block 
of tenement flats now stands. 
Incidentally, the date of his 
birth, which usually 
accepted as February 14, 
1864, was, according to his 
birth certificate, January 21, 
1864. It means that in Janu- 
ary. 1964, in under 13 years, 
a Barmitzvah period, we 
shall have reached Zangwill's 
centenary. 

There has been some dis- 
cussion lately of a Zangwill 
biography. I suggested in 
my Zangwill Memorial Lec- 
ture to the B'nai B'rith this 
year that more important 
and more pleasing to his 
wishes than a Life of Zang- 
will would be a live Zangwill, 
a Zangwill whose books are 


now, but will be read by the 
new “ generation which has 
grown up since Zangwill’s 
death.” as the then Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, said in his 
1936 Memorial Address, and 
which, he feared, “ had but 
a vague knowledge, if any, 
of the greatest man of letters 
that the Jews in English- 
speaking countries had yet 
produced.” 

In. America the Yiddish 
Cultural Congress has just proclaimed 
1952 as the Peretz Year; and the 
method of commemorating it which 
it has proclaimed, is “to read Peretz's 
work, to discuss his problems, his 
characters, and Yiddish and Jewish 
literature generally.” It would not 
be too soon to start building up 
now the atmosphere for such a 
commemoration of Zangwill’s cen- 
tenary—to Start at once to read 
his work, to: discuss his problems 


and his characters, and to do 
something for Jewish literature 
generally.

THE THREE WEEKS OF MOURNING 


WE are in the midst of the Three 

Weeks of mourning, and a 
question often asked these days 1s: 
“Now that there is once again a 
Jewish State, why observe the Three 
Weeks. from Tammuz’ 17 till Av 9, 
as a period of mourning? On the 
contrary, should not lyar 5—the day 
on which, three years ago, the Third 
Jewish Commonwealth officially came 
into being—be added to the festive 
days of the Jewish year?” 

Not only is the observance of the 
Three Weeks necessary to-day, but even if 
we had no such reminders it Would have 
been necessary io establish them. For 
without such impressive and. expressive 
aids to the memory of a nation grieving 
for a glory that had gone and yearning 
for a brighter future, one of main 
sources of Israel's survival would have 
been dried up. In fact, the. present State 
of Israel is largely the result of the 
invincible determination of the Jew 
throughout the ages to see the Shechina 
again residing in Zion. 

It is because Judaism has so 
ingeniously blended comfort with disaster 
that it has enabled its adherents to say 
Kaddish over the graves of its would-be 
destroyers, from Pharaoh to Hitler. This 

ilosophy saw its culmination in the 
Talmudic belief that on the day that the 
Temple was destroyed the Redeemer of 
Isracl was born, whose name will be 
Menahem—the Comforter par excellence. 
Moreover, “ Only he who mourns over 
the destruction of Jerusalem will merit 
the witnessing of its joys ” (Taan. 30b). 
So wher the question is put, why keep 
the Three Weeks to-day, we may answer, 
first, because the Messiah has not yet

come; secondly, because the most holy 
places of Jerusalem are noi yet restored 
to us. 
Perhaps the best answer to the question, 
however, is that with the abolition of the 
Three Weeks much that is characteristic 
of and invaluable in Judaism as a 
philosophy of life would be destroyed. 
Our religion has always taught us to 
discern in evil the potentials of good, 
and has warned us that to suffer reverses 
badly is to court fresh disasters. Judaism 
not only philosophises suffering: it also 
justifies it as an indispensable factor in 
character formation and the progress of 
civilisation. Thus, our ancestors did not 
view the disasters that befell their State 
as the outcome of a blind and arrogant 
fate, but as the plan of a righteous 
judgment. 
Talmudic Conjectures 

Helpful also towards an understanding 
of the significance of the Three Weeks 
to-day are the Talmudic conjectures 
about what those sins were that brought 
the destroyer to the gates of Zion. It 
was not the sins of omission between the

but those sins of commission of the Jew 


againt his fellow 72). 


One rabbi answers the question, “* What 
brought about the destruction of the 
Second Temple?” by saying that it was 
due to the inexplicable hatred 
that exisied between . one man and 
another (Yoma 9b). 

But in the very midst of their scathing 
diagnosis of the ills that led to the 
downfall of the State, the rabbis also 
taught that the time would come when 
“the glory of the Second House would 


be greater than the First.” The Books 
of the Prophets were searched by the 
Sages in order to bring solace to a people 
plunged in mourning. Without _ this 
period of mourning no opportunity 
would have existed to comfort the people. 

it was Chassidism that sought to trans- 
form the sorrows of life into pleasures, 
iyecting courage and hope into each 
blow of Fate, and seeing in the Three 
Weeks a valuable period of reflecting on 
life’s philosophy. Chassidic 
leachers saw in mourning a kind of pre- 
paratory stage for joy, a stooping down 
in order to rise up again. $ not the 
artist, they argued, darken his canvas 
behind the patch he exhibits in bright 
colours jn order to make the contrast 
yet more sinking? 

It is not surprising, therefore, to read 
that some hassidic leaders found 
plausible excuses for lightening the 
burden of the mourning during the 
Three Weeks when some justifiable argu- 
ment for their amelioration presented 
uself. They never wavered, however. 
in their belief that this period provided 
the Great Artist and Architect of the 
Universe with that dark background 
necessary before ushering in the brilliance 
of the Messianic Age. 

R. Levi Isaac Berditchev, one of 
the sainthest figures in the Chassidic 

liery, was a man who saw good in evil 
— in sorrow, beauty in ugliness, an 
something holy even in that which 
appeared profane.

DUTCH JEWISH 
COMMUNITY

While in Holland recently to seck 
the participation of the Dutch 
Government in the Conquest of the 
Desert Exhibition to be held next 
year in Jerusalem, I was in touch 
with the remnants of the Dutch Jewish 
community. 

It is only when one actually visits a 
country formerly occupied by the Nazis 
that the full impact of the Jewish traged 
can be felt. few Jews that are still 
alive are there by a miracle. You meet 
a man who invites you to tea and 
apologises for his wife's absence. “ She 
was taken from the train by the Gesiapo 
at the French frontier in 1942. I haven't 
seen her since. My son and I got 
through. I reached Switaeriaad, but he 
and six other young men were over- 
wheimed by a snowstorm when crossing 
the Pyrenees into Spain on their way to 
join the Allied armies. All of them died.” 

Or again, at a reception given by the 
Isracli Consul, I was introduced to an 
elderly lawyer and his wife, They had 
been in Bergen-Belsen with 4,000 other 
Dutch Jews. “ How many came back?” 
1 asked. “Only 30.” he said. “ And 
how did you two escape the gas 
chambers?" ‘“‘ We were liberated by the 
Allied armies just before our turn was 
reached.” 


Desolate Jewish Quarter 


Out of 110,000 Jews in Holland in 
1939 only 20,000 remain. Of these 
110,000, 80,000 alone lived in Amster- 
dam: to-day there are only 12,000 I 
walked through the. former Jewish 
agar Every third of fourth house in 
t streets is wholly missing. A high 
wall between the two adiacent houses 
masks the gap. And yet Amsterdam was 
hardly blitzed. nor were these houses 
blown up by the Germans. They ‘fell 
down when the Gentile neighbours had 


- stripped them of their floorboards and 


roofbeams for use as fuel during a hard 
winter. No relatives survive to claim the 
piois: no rebuilding is legally possib’e in 
spite of the desperate housing shortage 
in Holland to-day. 


The old Portuguese Synagogue-——dating 


from the 16605 and one of the loveliest 
synagogues tn the wor'd-——was looted by 


the ‘Germans, but still stands, with its 
plain stone columins and spacious wooden 
roof. It. «ss sull ht solely by candles, 


and the massive brass candelabra were 
lent by the congregation to the church 
for Queen  Juliana’s coronation—a 
pleasing mark of tolerance. Although 
the congregation has dwindled to some 
40 or 50, the synagogue is wel! endowed 
and can still be kept in repair. But the 
Ashkenazi synagogue on the other side 
of the road, which was used as offices 
by the Germans, is derelict: there is no 
money for its rehabilitation. I visned 
one of the two new. Synagogues built 
aftet the First World War——the other was 
closed. It is much smaller and fairly 
well patronised, as is also the Jewi 
hospital next door. 


Government-Sponsored FE migration 


Holland in genera! is having a hard 
time. It used to hve on iis trade with 
the East Indies (now Indonésia) on the 
one hand and with Germany on the 
other. Eastern Germany is now com- 
pletely cut off: Western. Germany buys 
much jess than before The loss of 
Indonesia is shattering. Of 10,000.000 
Dutchmen. half a million used to live in 
Indonesia. Eighty thousand of these 
have. already returned. making“* the 
housing Situation in Holland even more 
critical. As a result the Duich Govern- 
ment now actively sponsors emigration— 
to Canada, Australia. and New Zealand. 
The figure has already reached 20.000 a 
year and the goal is 100,000 a vear. 

Among the emigrants is a trickle of 
Jews going to Israel. There were about 
1.500 Dutch Jews in Palestine before 
the war: another 1.500 have gone there 
since, In Holland Zionism means 
nothing less than emigration to Israel. 
Dutch Jews are an assei to any com- 
munity and they aré"as welcome in Israel 
as Duich non-Jews are welcome in the 
British Commonwealth.

MANCHESTER 

The Manchester Kosher Sausage 
Manulacturers Group, at a meeting on 
Monday. protested against the recent 
statemem of the President of the Man- 
chester Shechrta Board that the Bcth Din 
no longer accepts responsibilty for the 
kashruc of their goods. 

The Secretary of the Group, Mr. A. V. 
Marcuson, spoke of a letier which they 
had sem to the Shechita Board urging the 
withdrawal! of the Board's advertisement 
im the mational and local press, informing 
the pub ic that they were no longer under 
the supervision of the Board. > Board 
had asked them for £1,400 supervision 
fees. In January they had offered £700, 
which was far above what any other 
group of manufacturers paid, Mr. Mar- 
cuson sated 

Mr. J. Hyman. who presided, said that 
London paid about 24 per cent on the 
price of their meat allocation. In 1950 
the Manchester group paid £650. The

Shechita Board, Mr. Hyman 
added, should impose the same super- 
vison on the butchers as it did on them. 
Mr. I. Reece said that a general butcher 
needed as much supervision as a manu- 
facturer, if not more, because he served 
meat continuously on at least three days 
a week, and had to porge it cach time 
he served. Butchers had never been 
asked to pay for supervision, only for 
Shechita charges. 

The Chairman said that the group paid 
approximately £1,000 a year towards the 
Board's finances. Mr. Davies had 
omitted to mention this at the meeting. 
According to him, no moncy was being 
paid by the manufacturers; this state- 
mem was not correct. The sausage mane- 
facturers, continued the speaker, wel 
comed supervision at all times.

1946, Abdullah of Trans- 
jordan was on a visit to London. At 
that time a journalist, reporting for 
French papers, who just bad an 
imerview with Abdullah, came to sec me. 
In the course of their conversation i 
transpired that Abdullah was abreasi of 
events in Zionism and in the Zionist 
Organisation. 

In fact, Abdullah had a plan for the 
solution of the great “ Palesiine crisis ” 
at that time. Palestine and Transjordan 
Shou'd be united, he thought, in the 
samc way as the former Ausiro- 
Hungarian monarchy. An Arab-Jewish 
monarchy should be established. with 
Abdullah as king, and a Jew—probably 
Weizmann—as Prime Minister. 

During the conversation the journalist 
asked him whether woukd inviic a 
Zionist leader to discuss this plan. 

The journalist tried to convince me 
that such a discussion could only be of 
advantage. He tried w persuade me to 
go and sce Abdullah of Transjordan in 
my capacity as Chairman of the Jewish 
State Party. (This was shortly after the 

rovisional merger of the J.S.P. with the 
New Zionist Organisation into the United 
Zionist Revisionists.) M 1 were to agree 
to such a visit | would receive an official 
invitation from Abdullah. | 

Although I was against this 
“monarchy I felt it my duty. as an 
active Zionist, to obtain the view of the 
Jewish Agency before giving a definiie 
reply to the journalist. I telephoned 
Berl Locker in Great Russell Street. 


‘After a few sentences, however, Locker 


interrupted me and asked mec to come 
and see him in his office 

Usually when one went to see Locker 
he started off by telling a few amusing 
episodes before coming to the actual 
purpose of the visit. He did So in Lon- 
don, and he is doing ut to-day im Jeru- 
salem. At that time, however, he came 
immediately to the point of my visi and 
told me that such matters could nor be 
discussed over the telephone. | repeated 
the story of Abdullah's proposal and 
asked hm whether | should go and sec 
Abdullah or. not. Berl Locker was 
pleased that a member of the Zionisi 
opposition had such a high regard for 
Zionist discipline. He t notes of my 
statement and informed me that he 
would let me know, in a day or two, 
what answer I should give to the 
journalist 

His reply was just as I had expecied 
is to be: it was a char “No!” If 
Abdullah had plans he should put them 
direct to the Jewish Agency. 

As a matter of fact, Abdullah trans- 
mitted his “ King Plan” to the Jewish 
Agency. But it is not so easy to become 
“King of the Jews.”

PROGRESSIVE JEWS’ ACHIEVEMENTS 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHronicle 
From Mr. B. WOYDA 


excellent report of the 
Silver Jubilee Conference of the World 
Union for Progressive Judaism has been 
followed up in your last issue with an 
article containing the following sentence : 
“ While there was praise at Confer- 
ence for the devoted work of individual 
leaders, some dissatisfaction—even disil- 
lusionment—was expressed ng the 
practical results of 25 years labours. 

While jt is certainly true that Progres- 
sive Jews, including their leaders, are 
aware of the disparity between their aim 
and the result they are able to achieve, 
the following list of some results of 25 
years’ labours (and these years include 
the Second World War, the Nazi horror, 
and political and economic turmoil in 
many parts of the world) might, however, 


be of interest for a just judgment by your 


readers. 
(1) In South Africa, where no Progres- 
sive Jewish organisation was in existence 
18 years ago, the World Union took the 
initial steps which resulted in the estab- 
lishment of Progressive Jewish Congrega- 
tions in Johannesburg, Cape own, 
Durban, Springs, and Port Elizabeth. 
The South African Union for Progressive 
Judaism has now a combined member- 
ship of over 10,000. . 
(2) In Australia, where no Progressive 


_ Jewish organisation was in existence when 
. the World Union was founded, through 


the pioneer work of the World Union 
Progressive congregations have been built 
up in Melbourne and Sydney. They 
exercise considerable influence the 
Jewish and national life in Australia. 
(3) In Isracl congregations were esiab- 
lished, with the financial support of the 
World Union, m Jerusalem, Haifa, and 
Tel Aviv, many years before the State 
of Israel came into being. They have 
received. regular wibventions ever since, 
as has the Leo Baeck School in Haifa. 


(4) In South America the World Union 
was responsible for sending a rabbi io 
Rio de Janeiro (Brazil), where he has 
built up a large congregation, and the 
Union has also accomplished work in 
connection with the congregations in 
Montevideo (Uruguay), nos Aires 
(Argentine), and Seo Paulo (Brazil). 

(5) In Europe the World Union has 
helped in re-establishing Progressive 
Jewish communities, as far as possible, 
in those countries where they had been 
destroyed by the Nazis. It has sent and 
maintains a Liberal rabbi in Berlin, rebuik 
congregational life in Holland, and 
assisied in the rebuilding of the Liberal 
Synagogue in Paris, where the Progressive 
Jewish movement is now stronger than at 
any time before. 

This spreading of the Progressive 
Jewish Movement is, of course, only a 
beginning of the work which the World 
Union for Progressive Judaism seeks to 
do. lt was the genera! conviction of the 
delegates at the World Union Conference 
that the work has to be greatly expanded 


—in which respect I am in full agree- 


ment with the tendency of your article— 
and that the time has come to apply 
anew Jewish teachings ito the spiritual 
requirements of to-day. The choice of 
the subject “ Judaism and Civilisation ” 
for the Conference was an indication of 
the realisation of this need. The unani- 
mous acceptance of a motion that a 
Commission for Social Action be set up 
io prepare a report showing the relation 
of the message of Judaism to the con- 
ditions of the world of to-day points in 
the same direction General support for 
the. World Union's work m connection 
with the United Nations, with whose 
Economic and Social Council the World 
Union has consultative status, clearly 
indicates the intention to increase prac- 
— work as an expression of our Jewish 
aith.

My great-grandfather had only two 
daughters: my grandmother Halphen, 
and her sister Mme Halfon (who had 
no issuc). Eugene Péreire was married 
to Mile Fould, of the big banking 
house. My grandmother married a Jew, 
my father also, and his sister is married 
to Baron Maurice de Rothschild 

So, on that side there are: my brother, 
Philippe Halphen. who spent three years 
in @ concentration camp, which ruined 
his health. but who has not been con- 
verted; ‘my cousin, Edmond de Roths- 
child, not married (or converted!); and 
myself. who escaped Nazi persecution by 
coming to England in May, 1942. I am 
married. to Charles Clore, a Jew. with 
two Jewish children. 

On the Péreire side: Alfred. as you 
say, is converted, but it has nothing to 
do with Hithr: he became a Catholic 
many years ago—and his son, Philippe, 
has nevér been converted. 

As for the three sons of his brother: 
one (Roger) married Mile de Ritchie 
and has a Jewish dauehter: Gérard 
married Mile Wildensicin and has a 
daughter: and Francois married Mlle 
Aniia Khartoun and has three daughters. 
All are Jewish. 

We are rather proud of our ancestors.

ANGLO-JEWISH CHARITIES 


To the Editor oi Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin.—I have read with great imicrest 
the recent articles on “ Anglo-Jewish 
Charities" by Desmond Hirshfield. 

There can be no serious criticism in 
regard to his general conclusions. It 1s, 
however, when he passes into the realms 
of statistics that I think he is just as 
misleading. as the annual reports he 
criticises. 

Let me prove this by referring to the 
paragraph headed “ Large Investments,” 
in which he gives statistics without the 
explanations which would make them 
clearer to your readers. 

He refers to funds of £150,000, which 
having been built up in the past at 
probably 3 per cent: interest would bring 
in £4500- per annum interest. This 
divided among the 100-odd patients main- 
tained results in an income of £45 per 
annum (17s. 4d. per patient per week). 
Surely Mr. Hirshfield does not think 
this is a large schedule of invesiments, 
having regard to the responsibilities of 
the Board of Management of the inslitu- 
tion concerned. 

He then mentions that over half the 
total sum collected in that year, which 
amounted to £25,000, went on staff 
salaries, but does not say how much of 
this approximate sum of £12,500 was 
spent on administrative salaries and on 
nursing salaries. Even if the whole 
amount went on nursing, domestic, and 
administrative salaries, it would work out 
at approximately £125 per annum per 
patient. Any person maintaining an 
incapacitated patient at home would 
assure him that ts cheap at the price. 

Mr. Hirshfield should not forget the 
fact that all staffs in hospitals are on a 
48-hour weck and that this would mean 
a three-shift daily system. I would add 
that a committee of an institution main- 
taining 100-odd patienis at £300 per 
annum each and starting with a settled 
income of £45 per annum for cach 
patient is doing very good work. The 
fact that the receipts and payments 
accoumt showed an excess of payments 
over receipts could mean that the com- 
mittee iS Maintaining more patients than 
it can afford and is trying to avoid send- 
ing patients home. Would Mr. Hirshfield 
the institution concerned to 
valance its budget by restricting the 
number of patients?

Mrs. Cohn said that she had always 
enjoyed swimming, specialising in long- 
distance, endurance competitions. In 
1949 she was the only woman to take 
part in ten-mile. swimming race 
at Lake George, New York State. 

In 1950 she took part in a 15-mile 
Henicy swim to Black Island. Five women 
and 27 men competed, and Mrs. Cohn 
was leading when the race was called off 
owing to worsening weather conditions. 
She also swam 14 miles, drifting, from 
Miami beach io Miami, last year.

HE of Jews in the 
—— Ages is the record of a 
series of troubles that befell 
, but the story is brightened 
appearance of some notable 
personalities. One of these was the 

poet Abraham ben Meir Ibn Ezra. 

He was born in 1092 at Toledo 
(Spain), a town which possessed many 
schools and colleges where Hebrew 
and Talmud were taught side by side 
with the sciences. Ton Ezra proved 
himself to be a very good scholar and 
he gained renown for his knowledge 
of mathematics, astronomy, and gram- 
mar. Learned men came from far 
and near to seek his opinion on diffi- 
cult questions. 

But in spite of his great gifts and 
scholarly jearning Ibn Ezra was 
unable to obtain a position by which 
he could maintain himself and his 
family. As he laughingly put it in 
one of his poems: 

My labour'’s vain 
No wealth | gain. 

My fate since birth 

Is gloom on earth. 
If 1 sold shrouds 

No one would die, 
If 1 sold lamps 

Then in the sky 
The sun for spite 
Would shine at night.” 

At the age of 40 he determined to

He reached Palestine, after travel- 
ling through Egypt, and in Tiberias 
he examined ancient scrolls of the 
Law. He wandered in Syria, Babylon, 
Persia, and India, where, it is a 
he was taken prisoner and sold as 
slave. After his release he journeyed 
to Italy in 1140, and it was in Rome 
that he began his important literary 
work. 

Ibn Ezra wrote many books about 
his travels, describing the customs, 
character, and the food of the people 
in the many couniries he had visited. 


“Invitation from Heaven” 


When his great friend, Yehuda 
Halevi, the famous Jewish poet. died, 
Ibn Ezra composed, in verse, an 
invitation sent by Yehuda 

heaven asking him to join him: 

“ The heavenly angels yearn to hear 

thy son 

And ask thee now to join their holy 

ranks.” 

But Ibn Ezra, declining the invita- 
tion, added: 

“A happy lot may still be mine on 

earth, 

For heaven's manna I am not yet 

pared.” 

When he was 60 years old the great 
scholar was stricken suddenly with i|l- 
ness and he vowed in prayer to God 
that if he recovered he would under- 
take to write a commentary on the 
Torah. On recovering he immediately 
Started on the work, and kept at it 
sO energetically that his labours were 
completed in a year. This commen- 
tary proved to be the most important 
of all his efforts. 

At the age of 66 Ibn Ezra arrived 
in London, where he was well received 
by scholars. He wrote two books 
here: “ The Foundations of Religion.” 
which showed that true religion was 
in the heart; and “The Sabbath 
Letter.” 

A famous English poet, Robert 
Browning, used Abraham Ibn Ezra as 


the hero of two of his poems. One 


is called “ Rabbi Ben Ezra.” Perhaps 
you know some of the lines beginning 
“ Grow old along with me, 
The best is yet to be.” 

Browning showed that he under- 
stood the philosophy of Ibn Ezra 
when he made him say: 

“Then welcome cach rebuff 

That turns earth's smoothness 

rough.”

The port officials came on board and 
the ship's staff was to ge 
passengers all the help they could. ¢e 
main item of concern was, of course, 
currency. For the holidaymaker from 
England there is the choice of only two 
things: the purchase in Israel, against 
travellers’ cheques, of an official 
of credit, which will be honoured at all 
the best hotels and shops, entitling one 
to food and goods denied to the rest 
of the population, or, perhaps better 
still, to pay beforehand to a reputable 
travel agency the full cost in pounds 
sterling of the trip, including the tour 
of the country. All one need then retain 
is a travellers’ cheque to buy Isracli 
pounds for personal expenses; and these 
are very limited. Other than religious 
appurtenances and souvenirs there is 
htthe one will need to buy in the shops, 
prices being necessarily very high. A 
pair of ordinary shoes cost £5, and a 
readymade suit of clothes £28.

Dr. Arich Kubowy, the new Israeli 
Minister to Poland. had a long talk here 
this week with the Pohsh Foreign Minis- 
ter, Dr. Stanislaw Skrzeszewski.

SYRIAN CABINET. RESIGNS

Beirut 

The Syrian Cabinet, which has been in 
office since March 9, resigned on Mon- 
day, it is reporied here from Damascus. 
Eighty-year-old Fares El Khoury Bey 1s 
said to have accepted an invitation to form 
a new Government.

Polling was particularly heavy in the 
ma‘abarot and villages, where nearly 90 
r cent of the people used their votes. 
Tn Tel Aviv and Haifa about 75 per cent 
of the population went to the polls, but 
in Jerusalem the figure is estimated at 
only 65 per cent. 
About 56,500 votes were cast in the 
capital, Mapai heading the poll with 
35.78 per cem, followed by the General 
Zionists with 12.57 per cent, and Cherut 
10 per cent. In Haifa, Mapai received 
39.5 per cem of the votes, the General 
Fionists 18, and Mapam 14.5. In Tel 
Aviv, where 178.133 votes were cast, 
Mapai had 59,685 votes, the General 
Zionists 46,614, and Cherut 19,185. 
Monday was a public holiday. and no 
incidents were reported during the voting 
as veiled Arab women and bearded Jews 


from the Yemen and other countries 
lined up side by side to vote. In 
Tel Aviv there was a_ typical holiday 


atmosphere as people went to the polls 
and then paraded through the sircets in 
their best clothes. The sale of liquor 
was banned from Sunday evening until 
the polls closed. 

The election campaign, conducted in 
intense heat, ijn more than a dozen lan- 
guages, was often acrimonious, but with- 
out Major incidents.

CITRUS FRUIT SALES

Britain was again the largest customer 
for Israel's citrus fruats during 1950— 
purchasing 2,642,033 boxes, slightly more 
than in the previous season. 

In all, 8,298,579 boxes of the fruit 
were sold during that period; 4,185,079 
were exported and 4,113,500 marketed in 
Israel. The exports produced [£4,500,000 
in foreign currency. 

Other countries importing the fruit 
were Austria, Argentina, Beigium. Bul- 
garia, Denmark, Holland, Yugoslavia, 
Norway, Poland, France, Finland, 
Rumania. Sweden, and Switzerland. The 
United States purchased 4,319 boxes and 
Czechoslovakia 100,000 boxes inthe 
1949-50 season. But they did not repeat 
their orders in the curremt year.
